Board  of  Trade  vas  less  than  65  million  bushels  on  91  per  cent  of  the 
5,607  business  days  included  in  the  12-year  period  1921-52.    The  volume 
of  trading  was  65  million  bushels  or  more  on  9  per  cent  of  the  days, 
and  it  ranged  betv.'een  20  and  40  million  bushels  on  54  per  cent  of  the 
days.    The  volume  of  trading  was  40  million  bushels  or  more  on  58  per 
cent  of  the  days. 

During  the  year  1952,  over  52  ner  cent  of  t]-ie  trading  came  within 
the  limits  of  20  to  40  million  bushels,  anc?  on  14  per  cent  of  the  days 
the  volume  was  40  million  bushels  or  more  . 

The  largest  volume  of  tracfing  for  any  one  '^ay  during  the  12-year 
period  amounted  to  156,126,000  bushels  on  October  24,  1929.  The 
smallest  volume  of  trading  during  the  period  was  4,004,000  bushels  on 
Saturc'ay,  December  24,  1952.    The  previous  lo"'  record  was  4,051,000 
bushels  recorded  on  Saturday,  January  26,  1924.
